To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

X have  the  honour  to  present  the  .Annual  Report  for 
1970.  I took  up  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
on  1st  August,  Dr.  Gordon  having  returned  in  April  to  a 
similar  position  in  his  home  area  of  Northern  Ireland. 

For  some  years  now  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has 
also  held  the  appointment  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for 
the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services  and 
this  dual  role  has  provided  a convenient  and  effective  means 
of  linking  together,  locally,  his  responsibilities  for  environ- 
mental health  with  the  day  to  day  divisional  administration 
of  the  County  Health  Services. 

The  present  divisional  unit  was  formed  from  the  previous 
Brighouse  and  Todmorden  divisions  in  1966  and  your  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health  has  similar  functions  and  responsibilities 
in  the  other  seven  districts  in  the  combined  area. 

I have  little  doubt  that  this  position  enabled  the  Medical 
Officer  to  take  a wider  view  of  the  problems  occurring  in  his 
area  and  since  it  is  often  difficult  to  separate  ill  health  from 
environmental  conditions  and  social  factors,  the  Medical 
Officer  has  enjoyed  a unique  advantage  in  this  respect. 
Particularly  it  is  important  to  avoid  duplication  of  effort  by 
different  departments  with  special  interest  in  what  is  often 
a complex  family  problem.  The  Local  Authority  Social  Ser- 
vices Act  1970  layed  the  basis  for  the  future  unification  of 
two  of  these  services.  Welfare  and  Children’s,  which  together 
with  other  essential  services  such  as  Mental  Health  and  Home 
Helps  would  form  the  basis  of  a new  local  authority  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Services.  At  the  same  time  it  is  rarely  that 
one  can  see  with  exactitude  where  the  line  of  demarcation 
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between  ill  health  and  social  problems  lies,  therefore  whilst 
duplication  of  effort  is  to  be  avoided,  it  will  be  equally  im- 
portant, in  my  view,  to  regard  the  family  and  its  problems 
as  a whole,  whatever  the  administrative  changes  may  be. 

The  vital  statistics  indicate  a slight  decline  in  the  Regis- 
trar General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  compared  with 
the  1969  figure.  The  number  of  live  births  showed  a consider- 
able decrease  over  the  previous  12  months  and  there  were  3 
stillbirths  compared  with  none  in  1969. 

On  the  credit  side,  however,  the  infant  mortality  rate 
was  much  lower  than  the  previous  year’s  figure,  again  there 
were  no  maternal  deaths  and  the  number  of  illegitimate  births 
dropped  from  26  in  1969  to  9 in  the  year  1970.  To  what  extent 
this  apparent  decrease  represents  a decrease  in  the  number 
of  illegitimate  pregnancies  is  hard  to  determine,  suffice  it  to 
say  that  under  the  Abortion  Act  there  were,  nationally,  nearly 
twice  as  many  abortions  carried  out  in  1970  as  in  1969  and 
the  greatest  rise  in  the  incidence  of  abortions  is  stated  to  have 
been  in  teenage  girls. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  showed  an  increase, 
particularly  those  due  to  strokes  in  the  female  elderly,  malig- 
nant disease  generally  and  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs 
and  bronchus  were  more  numerous  than  in  the  previous  year. 
By  far  the  major  cause  of  death  continued  to  be  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation  with  emphasis  on  the  “coronary”, 
indeed,  there  were  9 deaths  due  to  coronaries  in  the  middle 
age  group  — all  men. 

Progress  in  the  field  of  Mental  Health  during  the  year  was 
marked  by  the  completion  in  September  of  a new  Compre- 
hensive Training  Centre  at  Lower  Edge,  Rastrick.  This  mag- 
nificent Centre,  which  must  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country, 
was  officially  opened  by  Sir  Keith  Joseph  on  6th  November, 
and  provides  every  up-to-date  facility  in  the  care  of  adult  and 
junior  trainees  as  well  as  incorporating  a Special  Care  Unit 
for  those  with  severe  physical  and  mental  handicaps.  In 
addition  to  taking  trainees  from  the  immediate  locality  the 
Centre  caters  for  the  needs  of  the  Calder  Valley  as  far  up  as 
Mytholmroyd,  special  transport  being  provided  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

In  October  1970  arrangements  were  made  to  carry  out  the 
Guthrie  test  on  all  new  bom  infants,  with  the  kind  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Pathology  Department  of  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary.  This  is  a test  used  to  identify  a condition  known 
as  Phenylketonuria,  the  effects  of  which  may  be  off  set  if 
recognised  early.  The  Guthrie  test  replaces  the  Phenistix 
test  which  is  less  accurate  and  was  carried  out  at  a later  date 
in  the  infant’s  life. 
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Turning  to  infectious  diseases  notifications,  there  were 
40  measles  notifications  during  the  year,  pointing  to  the  set 
back  in  measles  control  following  adverse  side  effects  to  one 
particular  brand  of  vaccine  and  its  withdrawal  from  use.  This 
led  to  an  interruption  of  vaccination  which  carried  over  to 
the  beginning  of  1970  and  whilst  it  is  understandable  that 
adverse  publicity  should  make  the  public  wary  at  the  time, 
the  problems  have  now  been  overcome  and  the  effectiveness  of 
measles  vaccination  is  beyond  question.  A considerable 
amount  of  time  and  effort  was  spent  by  the  staff,  particularly 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  in  the  notification  and  follow 
up  of  notified  cases  of  dysentery  and  suspected  cases  of  dysen- 
tery during  the  year.  I cannot  over  emphasise  the  importance 
of  high  standards  of  personal  hygiene  and  food  hygiene  in 
the  prevention  of  dystentery  and  diarrhoeal  diseases.  An 
innovation  in  immunisation  procedures  was  the  introduction 
at  the  end  of  the  year  of  German  Measles  vaccination  for 
school  girls  aged  between  11  and  14  years  who  are  at  risk, 
priority  being  given  to  the  older  age  groups  initially.  This  pro- 
cedure, it  is  hoped,  will  prevent  serious  malformations  which 
may  occur  if  women  develop  the  disease  in  the  early  months 
of  pregnancy. 

That  the  health  of  the  community  has  depended,  to  a 
considerable  degree,  on  the  environmental  standards  is  a 
historical  fact  which  is  no  less  true  today  and  public  aware- 
ness of  the  need  to  prevent  self-poisoning  by  pollution  in  its 
various  forms  is  reaching  a keen  and  determined  level.  The 
report  of  the  Pfiblic  Health  Inspector  covers,  in  detail,  the 
progress  made  during  the  year  in  the  environmental  aspects 
of  the  work.  Representations  were  made  in  respect  of  two 
clearance  areas  involving  17  houses  during  1970,  compulsory 
purchase  orders  being  made  in  both  instances.  On  the  subject 
of  improvements  the  number  of  standard  grants  approved 
was  slightly  less  than  the  previous  year,  but  applications  for 
discretionary  grants  showed  an  increase. 

Finally,  may  I express  on  behalf  of  the  department, 
gratitude  for  the  understanding  and  courtesy  of  the  members 
of  the  Council  and  to  thank  Mr.  Tindall,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  his  kind  assistance  and  co-operation  at 
all  times.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES 


4.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hebden  Royd  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hospitals 
under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage- 
ment Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included  in  the 
group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary,  St.  John’s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick), 
Northowram  Hall  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  Todmor- 
den  Fielden  Hospital  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  View 
Hospital  for  mentally  sub-normal  patients. 

Maternity  Beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General 
Hospital.  Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases, 
mothers  expecting  their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatis- 
factory home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e  g..  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Ortho- 
paedic Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.),  outside  the 
Halifax  area  are  available  when  required;  they  are  situated 
in  various  parts  of  the  so-called  “Leeds  Hospital  Region” 
which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three  Ridings. 

B.  Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  Todmorden  Depot 
covers  Hebden  Bridge  but  not  Mytholmroyd,  which  is  covered 
by  the  Halifax  Corporation  Ambulance  Service  under  an 
agency  agreement  for  hospital  admissions.  For  other  work 
arrangements  are  made  through  the  W'.R.C.C.  Brighouse 
Ambulance  Depot. 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  central  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford  and 
by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds.  There 
are  also  facilities  for  the  examination  of  clinical  specimens, 
including  cervical  smears,  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti-Toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  avail- 
able at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax

Infirmary  for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them. 
By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies 
of  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of  reagents 
for  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis, 
measles  and  rubella  is  available  free  of  charge  to  private 
practitioners  who  have  undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West 
Riding  County  Council’s  schemes  of  immunisation.

W.R.C.C.  PREVENTIVE  HEALTH  SERVICES 

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

CROFT  STREET  CLINIC,  HEBDEN  BRIDGE,  The 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  here  every  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  afternoon  with  a doctor  in  attendance  on  Wednes- 
day afternoon  together  with  the  Health  Visitors.  These 
premises  are  inter-connected  with  the  main  premises  of  the 
local  Group  Practice. 

MYTHOLMROYD  HEALTH  CENTRE,  THRUSH 
HILL  ROAD.  The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Mytholmroyd  is 
held  here  on  Wednesday  afternoons  with  a doctor  in  atten- 
dance on  alternate  weeks.  Accommodation  is  provided  for 
and  shared  with  the  local  Group  Practice.

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PROVISION  OF  WELFARE  FOODS,  ETC. 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice,  etc., 
are  distributed  at  the  Centre  and  a variety  of  brands  of  dried 
milk  and  other  infant  foods  are  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  for  the  convenience  of  mothers. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Special  equipment  is  available  for  use  in  the  homes  in 
cases  requiring  it.  Portable  incubators  are  available  at  both 
the  Halifax  and  Todmorden  Ambulance  Stations  should  it 
be  necessary  to  transfer  a premature  infant  to  hospital. 

PROVISION  OF  MATERNITY  OUTFITS 

These  arc  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  con- 
finement  in  their  own  homes. 

C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 
MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  employ  two  full-time 
midwives  in  the  Hebden  Royd  area.  One  nurse  is 
responsible  for  the  work  in  the  Hebden  Bridge  and 

Hepton  districts;  the  other  nurse’s  area  covers  Mytholm- 
royd  and  part  of  Sowerby  Bridge  Urban  District.

ANALGESIA 

The  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  trilenc 
and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  neces- 
sary equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers 
desiring  it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

There  are  two  full-time  Home  Nurses  working  in  the 
Hebden  Royd  Urban  District. 

D.  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those 
of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children  and  persons 
(including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/or  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the 
home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection. 
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£.  Home  Helps 

The  recruitment  of  suitable  women  to  be  Home  Helps 
again  proved  to  be  difficult.  During  1970  106  cases  were 
attended  by  Home  Helps,  and  the  total  number  of  hours 
worked  was  12.280,  as  compared  with  11,045  hours  the 
previous  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
“ where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  nres^nce  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

Of  the  106  cases  attended  in  1970,  Home  Helps  were 
provided  for  the  following  reasons:—  103  aged  and  chronic 
sick,  3 maternity. 

F.  Care  and  After  Care 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after 
care  of  paiients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness 
or  sub -normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness, 

TUBERCULOSIS 

A full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in 
the  division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinics  at  the  Royal 
Halifax  Infirmary,  and  has  helped  to  forge  a valuable  link 
with  the  hospital  service.

To  the  chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-first 
annual  report  as  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Cleansing  Superintendent. 

This  year,  the  number  of  dwellinghouses  in  the  area 
shows  a very  slight  decrease,  new  houses  erected  being  con- 
siderably less  than  last  year. 

Construction  of  a new  main  by  the  Calderdale  Water 
Board  to  serve  properties  at  Bloomergate  and  Ewood  was 
commenced  during  the  year  and  is  expected  to  be  completed 
early  in  1971. 

The  Council  were  still  awaiting  delivery  of  a dual  pur- 
pose machine  for  the  emptying  of  street  gullies  and  de-sludg- 
ing  of  septic  tanks  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Bringing  into 
operation  of  the  service  has  therefore  had  again  to  be  deferred. 

There  still  remain  some  546  houses  without  separate 
toilet  facilities,  which  is  14%  of  all  houses  in  the  district.  Also. 

some  29%  of  houses  have  no  bath  and  34%  have  no  wash 
hand  basin. 
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I wish  to  place  on  record  the  excellent  work  carried  out 
by  all  the  staff  of  the  Department,  both  technical,  administra- 
tive and  manual 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  Brock,  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  to  the  other  chief  officers  of  the  Council 
who  have  willingly  supplied  information  for  inclusion  in  this 
report.

FOOD 

There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which  is 
operated  by  a firm  of  wholesale  butchers.  One  hundred  per 
cent  inspection  of  all  animals  killed  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  No  cases  of  Tuberculosis  or  of  Cysticer- 
cosis  were  found. 

Inspection  of  a school  canteen  revealed  that  there  was  no 
proper  intervening  ventilated  space  between  the  toilet  and  the 
food  preparation  room.  This  has  since  been  rectified. 

The  ice  cream  factory  referred  to  in  my  previous  report 
again  caused  concern.  As  previously  mentioned,  the  present 
owners  of  this  factory  are  Italians  with  a not  very  good 
command  of  the  English  language,  so  that  it  was  found  to  be 
difficult  to  get  through  to  them  what  was  required.  In  an 
effort  to  prove  to  them  where  they  were  going  wrong  a series 
of  samples  were  taken  at  all  stages  of  manufacture  from  the 
ingredients  to  the  final  product.  From  the  results  of  these  we 
were  able  to  show  that,  whilst  all  the  ingredients  used  were 
of  a high  standard,  contamination  was  occurring  in  the  plant 
due  to  lack  of  cleanliness.  A detailed  cleansing  procedure 
was  therefore  drawn  up  and  the  firm  instructed  to  adhere  to 
it  rigidly.  This  resulted  in  a great  improvement  in  the  bacterio- 
logical standard  of  the  ice  cream.  Considerable  help  was 
given  by  the  Italian  speaking  divisional  chairman  of  the  Ice 
Cream  Alliance  who  was  able  to  explain  to  them  our  require- 
ments.
